Not a3 9 rufa manage woll tho work that 
is aupposed to Hie directly within its own 
sphoro, it ia not likely that it will do well 
work about which it-ia in absolute ignor- 
ance.

When 
a morchant vessel ig seen approaching 
the harbour the. flag. of..the hong..dr_...

Wero all tho offices 
faving the Poak’and at no groat distance 
from it, this might bo sufficient to let a 
merchant know that his vessel was not far 
off, although very often tho wind is blowing 
in such o direction as to ranke it very 
difficult, even for ono in full viow of the 
Peak, to dutect the flags that sre floating at | 
tho yards, Tnadvll day, with the least 
mist hanging about tho hills, this difficulty 
is of conrac incroased ten-fold, But all tho 
offices aro facing, not to, but away from, tho 
Poul, and they ore spread from East to 
Went at groat distanoce, It may bo cnily 
imagined then that the Peak signals are to 
a groat extent useless, Many a merchant 
has had‘ to sond «a “launch to hover 
about the sntrance of tho harbour 
for a whole ofternaon in expectation 
of a steamer that did not oppesr, and 
very often it happens that s vessel comes 
steaming into the harbour befora the mer- 
chant or agout is aware and has had time to 
arrange or to give instructions as to anchor- 
age, whorcby great inconvenienco and loss of 
time to the steamer is caused, Now, one 
great remedy for thia is very aimple and by 
no. means costly. From the Peak thore 
pught to be communication throngh the 
Harbour Office or diroot, with one or two

Woe allude to the control of the buoys in 
the harbour and the lighting of them, | At 
present the syatem is most upsatisfectory, 
The larger shipping houses have buoys for 
thoir steamers, dotted ixregularly over tho 
harbour. with littl regard to” channels, 
tho positions obtained being ofton o matter 
of favour. Difiicultias, also, often arise ba» 
tveonthomerchantaandthe Harbourofilcials 
ag regarda~the mooring «sf-the buoys; 
and, there being no principle laid down, the 
former often find themselves rather awk- 
wardly at. the meroy of the latter. No 
system of lighting the buoys under the pre-

The aulbor 
saya: ‘To furnish some examples of Can. 
tonose idiom is tha object of thia little 
work, Jt in supplomentary in kind, but 
by no means exhaustive.’ We are at a losa, 
however, to know exactly tho place which 
the book is meant to fill, In the hands of 
one who has had no previous study of Can- 
tonvee it would be useless. A learner is 
confronted with such a sentence na this: 
‘The man who was carrying the box ran 
against me and toro my cont,’ for which 


kw‘aang? ts‘an Sago kin? ghaam lann® oud.’ 
He has uothing to guide him in this 
translation by which he can determina 
which. word represents ‘man,’ which word 
‘box,’ ‘tore,’ ‘coat’ or ‘carry’; and 
it would be long before he found out 
that the Chinese literally rendered was 
‘Carry -box man against ine cout tore 
have.’ It is needless to any that facility in 
speaking a language can never bu acquired 
without a knowledge of its structure. The 
ability to repeat certain phrasea in a parrot 
fashion without Lnowing the meaning of 
the individual words is valueless, ““Ju the 
hands. of one who has made some progress 
in the language Mr Fulton’s book would 
undoubtedly be of good service, bub it 
would have boon of far greater value bad 
thors been a vocabulary jyiven ut the head 
of cach lesson, or division, by means of 
which the mcaning of tha single words in 
tho sentonce could bo ‘ascertained. In the 
absence of thia even a student of some 
experience will find considorablo difficulty 
in cendering the work sorviceable. An- 
othor course that might have been 
adopted, te make analysis of the sen- 
tences clear to the’ learner is the one 
adopted by Mr Buil—to give the lite- 
ral rendering of the Chinese along with 
the idiomatic English rendering, Whe- 
ther this is preferable ta the vocabulary ays- 
tem or not may be an open question, but 
either ane or tho other is required 
have before us useful «to the 
class for which it is most intended. Mr 
“Falton says ‘Idionr belonga to the struc- 
ture of language, and may not be disre- 
garded without serious perversion of 
speech.’ But how ean anyone learn the 
idioms of 4 foreign tanguayy unless the 
diffrence bubyeon them and those of his 
‘own ave clearly pointed out? Apart from 
these drawhacks, wo think the Hitle. work 
has a good deal to command jt. Phe groap- 
ing of the suntences gndcr such headings 
as Tobe, to place, to open, stand up, to 
cook, &¢.—the various sentences illustrat 
ing the rendering of these words—is one 
which must be of material assistance to the 
student. As fur.as woe can discover from 
a cursory perusal, little fault cam be found 
with, the atractnro of the Ghineso, although 
the writer seems te have been rather spurihg 
in the uso of those little seemingly-meaning- 
less particles. with which conversational
